King Williams Town. — Rodents examined, 50; 1 found dead; no 
infection. 

Port Elizabeth. — Rodents examined, 184; 15 found dead; no 
infection. 

BRITISH HONDURAS. 

Report from Belize, fruit port. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Cooke reports as follows: 
Week ended October 11, 1906. Present officially estimated popu- 
lation, 9,000. General sanitary condition of this port and the surround- 
ing country during the week, good. The rainy season has again set 
in, leaving much surface water and increasing breeding places for 
mosquitoes, chiefly Anopheles.
